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THE DOUGLAS FIR 
The Tree 


With a Future That Is 

Grown in British Columbla 
There ire trees in Canada whos? 
commercial importance is clearly on 
the wane. Accorcing to one of the 
latest bulletins of the Dominion For- 
estry Branch, the value of the white 
Pine lumber cut in 1912 was one and 
a half million dolla:s less than in 
1911. The cut of hemlock decreased 
thirty per cent. and tamaraek, the 
lumber production of which has de- 
creased over forty per cent. in the 
last two years, bids :air soon to be 
come commercially extinct. Of the six 
leading tree-species in Canada, Doug- 
la fir was the only oe whose lum- 
ber production increased in 1912. In 
the province of British Columbia 
alone, Douglas fir formed over 67.7 
per cent. of the ‘total lumber cut, and 
British Columbia is at preesnt by far 
the richest timber province in Can- 
ada, containing, according to some 
estimates, one-half the merchantable 
timber wealth of the Dominion, 

This remarkable tree attains a 
height of over two hundred feet with 
a trunk ten to twelve feet in diameter, 
forming, alone or mixed with hemlock, 
great forests extending four hundred 
miles north of the international boun- 
dary. Its natural range extends in 
Canada to the eastern foot-hills of the 
Rocky Mountaing in Alberta, where it 
grows to a height of 130 feet and a 
diameter of four feet, and is consid- 
ered one of the most important tim- 
ber trees on the Dominion Rocky 
Mountains Forest Reserve, which cov- 
ers an: area of nearly 21,000 square 
miles, 

Tt is also widely distributed through- 
out the western United States, being 
able to stand considerable climatic 
variation and being practically im- 
mune to insects or fungus diseases. 

Dr. C. 8. Sargent, one of the great- 
est authorities on American trees de- 
scribes the wood as hard, durable and 
large-y used for all kinds of construc- 
tion. According to a recent Dominion 
Forestry Branch publication on the 
“Wood-using Industries of Ontario,” 
it is increasing in popularity in that 
province for decorative purposes as 
“it has an attractive grain and dgures 
which readily lends itself to staining.” 
Douglas fir construction timber is 
shipped to all parts of the world. 

The Douglas fir has been _ intro- 
duced into Europe with great success 
and large forests have been planted 
which are now yielding handsome 
profits. Germany and France pur- 
chase every year large quantities of 
seed from the Indians in British Co- 
lumbia.

CANADA'S WATER POWER 
Data Being Collected by the Com 
mission of Conservation 
So far as waters and waterpowers 
concernei, the eff of the come 
! | of conservati ve, 8 
far, been devoted to the collection of 
information, To yractice conserva- 
tion intelligently we must, first, know 
what we have to conserve. 

When the commiss' was estab- 
lished, a good deal of information 
respecting waterpowers in Canada 
was in existence. but nothing had 
been done toward bringing this data 
together in the form of cdncise re- 
ports covering teh whcle Dominion. 
Hence the first work of the commis- 
sion'’s committee of waters and 
waterpowers was to collect and tabu- 
late all the available data. it was 
found that the information relating 
to the eastern provinces was. fairly 
complete but Was very meagre as to 
the prairie provinces and British Co- 
lumbia. It was not thought advisable, 
however, to withold the information 
respecting Eastern Canada and the 
report on “Waterpowers of Canada” 
Wag published in 1911. This publica- 
tion included th> very limited data 
then available respecting the west- 
ern provinces, 
Since 1911, 


the attention of the 
committee has been concentrated 
on obtaining information rvlating 
to Western Canad, to form the basis 
of a special report on this portion of 
the Dominion. In British Columbia, 
the commission’s waterpower recon- 
naissances have been made in co- 
operation with the provincial govern- 
and, during the last three 
years, fiela parties have covered prac- 
tically all the province from the boun- 
dary line to one hundred miles north 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific railway. 

The principal rivers of the north- 
ern portion of the prairie provinces 
were covered by reconnaissance su> 
veys by the commission, while, in the 
southern portion of these provinces 
and in the railway belt of British 
Columbia, the waterpowers and irri- 
gation branches of the interior de- 
partment have been active in obtain: 
ing waterpower data.

The First Meeting of tne Internation. 
al irrigation Congress in 
Canada 

For the first time since its forma- 
tion in 1912 the International Irrii 
tion congress will hold its session 
this fall. Interesting as this news’ 
will be to the farmers of the western 
provinces, it becomes still more in- 
teresting, when it is known that this 
congress will hold its sessicns in 
Canada. Calgary is the meeting 
place chosen by the board of gover- 
nors and October 5, 6. 7, 8, 9 are the 
dates selected. This body is an out- 
growth of the National Irrigation 
congress, which, up to 1912, confined 
its activities tothe United States and 
Mexico. At the 1912 meeting in Salt 
Lake City it was decided to increase 
the scope of the organization so that 
it would embrace Canada. This was 
done chiefly on account of the great 
strides that Canada had made in irri- 
gation matters and the United 
States experts thought that the ex- 
perts of this country should be given 
an opportunity to co-operate in the 
work. As soon as it became known 
that the Sody had been made an in- 
ternational one the Industrial Bureau 
of Calgary through the Western Can- 
ada Irrigation association made 
strong bid for the 1914 convention 
and have been successful in getting 
it. The secretary's office has been 
moved to Calgary and tke plans for 
the big meeting are nearing comple- 
tion. 

In givin; the convention to Calgary 
the United Stat-s irrigators felt that 
they were doing something that 
would be of benefit to themselves. 
They realized that Canada has: been 
making steps forward in_ irrigation 
and in some phases of the work is 
farther developed than its southern 
cousin. Another thing that the men 
from the United States intend to 
study is the reason that has caused 
so many farmers -to leave the United 
States for Canada. Mr. Arthur Hook- 
er, secretary of the congress for 
many years, says in an_ interview 
with a Salt Lake paper, “Even 
though the immigration from the 
States to Canada may be decreasing 
nevertheless the number of good 
United States farmers who are tak- 
ing up land in Canada presents a ser- 
fous problem to us and the United 
States delegates to the Calgary con- 
gress will make this one of the chief 
points of. their study.” 

There is no doubt that few of the 
people of Western Canada fully real- 
ize what great benefits this country 
will reap from the coming of so im- 
potrant a body. There will be some 
3,000 delegates in attendance, which. 
together with the representatives of 
foreign governments and _ visitors, 
will bring the total that will attend 
the sessions of the congress in Cal- 
gary well up to 10,000. Of these ten 
thousand there are very few that are 
not men of high standing in the com- 
munities from which they come. In- 
cluded in their number are some of 
the leading capitalists in the United 
States, practically all the eminent fr 
rigation and reclamation § engineers.

Banking In England 

The system of credit in England is 
different from that in this country, 
and the mere fact that a man has an 
account in a bank serves to give him 
standing. One cannot, open an ac- 
count with a bank in England merely 
by carrying money to the bank and | 
depositing it He must have two first; 
class references before a bank will 
accept his account, and when refer- 
ence is given it means that the per- 
son giving it would indorse or stand 
for the person to whom it is given. 
A reference in England means more 
than a mere phrase. Checks on banks 
in England cannot te obtained for 
the mere asking, and 2 man must 
have an account in order to get 
checks from any bank. They cannot 
be picked up on bank counters or in 
public places. Private accounts in 
English banks are not accepted un- 
less they are paid for, the Jeneral 
charge being $50 a year. There are 
one or two banks in England which 
discriminate so carefully in the ac- 
counts they accept, that when a per- 
son is fortunate enough to be per- 
mitted to open an account with them 
he can get credit in any city in Eng- 
land or on the ccntinent of Europe.

Flaunty, it appears, was sentenced 
at Woolwich in June last to twenty- 
one days’ imprisonment, and at the 
fame time his companio a man 
mamed Tyler, was awarded three 
months’ imprisonment. 

. But Flaunty, considering that he 
was the principal offender, managed 
to excha names with Tyler at 
Wandsworth Prison, and their pun- 
ishments were reversed. The ruse, 
however, was discovered by a warder. 

This is not the first time that a 
similar trick has been played on the 
pigaer authorities, and, ly enough, 
t was the same prison—Wandsworth 
~—which was the scene of the last at- 
tempt of thé kind. 

In December, 1906, two men, whom 
we will call X. and ¥., were in prison 
for short. terms. X.’e time was up on 
Tuesday, and Y.’s on the following 
Saturday. The two men managed to 
exchange identification cards, with the 
result that Y. went away on Tuesday, 
Roe X.’s clothes. 

On the following Saturday, when it 
wae X.’s turn to be released, he com- 
plained that his clothes were gone, 
and flatly refused to wear Y.’s, which 
were in rags. To get over the diffi- 
culty and eave bother, the warders are 
said to have subscribed and purchas- 
ed_a new suit for the man. 

In France, except in penal cases, 
it is not usual to call upon a prisoner 
to serve his sentence immediately af- 
ter judgment. It is the custom to al- 
low a man a month or so, in order 
me he may arrange his business af- 
airs. 

Some little time ago, a Parisian 
traveler, named Eugene 
Gulin, was sentenced to a fortnight’s 
imprisonment for assault. 

Gulin, in due course, was required 
to present himself at the Bante Pris- 
on, but when the time came he found 
it so awkward to leave his busine 
that he arranged with his friend, Al- 

honse Souffiet, to serve the sentence 

n his oe Soufflet was to have 
ten shillings, a new suit of clothes, 
and to become Gulin’s guest for a 
month. 

Soufflet was an excellent prisoner, 
and all would no doubt have gone 
well, but that he foolishly confided 
his secret to a false friend, who 
promptly gave him away. 

Soufflet was then re-arrested, eharg- 
ed with personation and with frau- 
dulently obtaining food and lodging 
at the expense of the state, while the! 
unfortunate Gulin was-also taken off 
to serve his term. ' 

A most extraordinary case of con-, 
vict personation occurred three years 
ago in the Italian prison of Barri. A 
man named Serao was eer a four 
months’ sentence for complicity in a! 
burglary, and. was counting the days 
to his release, when he would be mar- 
ried to his sweetheart, who had vow- 
ed never to forsake him, when news 
peaned him that she had played him 
alse. 

Frantic with rage, Serao approach- 
ad another convict, who was due to go, 
out next day, managed to =, 
suade or bribe him to exchange iden- 
tities. ! 

Before night he had found his false 
sweetheart, and stabbed her to death,’ 
after which he calmly gave himeelf up! 
to the authorities. } 


The Venerable Bede's Chalr.

Paul, Jarrow-on-Tyne, England, may. 
be seen the chair used centuries ago 
by the Venerable Bede. Notwithstand- 
ing its very great age, it is in an - 
cellent state, but will hardly bea 
comparison with the luxurious uphol- 
stery of the present day. The Ven- 
erable Bede, or Beda, was an English 
nonk and ecclesiastical historian, born 
at Monkwearmouth in the abbey 
which, together with that of Jarrow, 
he spent his life, devoted to quiet 
learning His most important work 
is the “Ecclesiastical History of Eng- 
land,” written in Latin, and trans- 
la by Alfred the Great.

Now Seems Reasonable to Exoect 
That Some Day Speech 7 ransmis- 
sion From England to America Wil! 
be Effected by the Perfrction~ of 
Wireless System, : 

In a lecture delivered at the Royal 
institution, London, Dr. J. A. Fleming, 
F.R.S., described the inventions which 
of late years have rendered possible a 
grea increase in the distance of tele- 
phonic communication and have per- 
mitted the use of supmarine telephoue 
cables over distances previously im- 
practicable. 

The lecturer explained that in the 
case of a telephone wire the shortest 
the wave lengih the greater the vel- 
ocity with which the waves travel, 
while the amplitude of the shorter 
waves attenuates tc a greater extent 
than that of the longer ones. 

Hence when, as a result of speaking 
to a telephone transmitter, a complex 
electromotive force is applied to the 
end of a cable the various simple har- 
monic waves into which the impulse 
may be resolved travel along the 
cable with’ unequal speed and attenua- 
tion. The short waves travel fastest. 
but are worn out soonest; hence the 
wave form is distorted. 

Advance by Prof. Pupin 

A remedy for the distortion of artic- 
ulate sounds was first suggested by 
Mr. Oliver Heavyside, who showed 
mathematically twenty-five years ago 
how waves of all lengths could be 
made to travel at the same speed and 
attenuate the same rate. ‘ 

An important advance was made by 
Prof. Pupin of Columbia college, New 
York, in “899 and 1900, when he 
proved that Heavyside’s suggestion 
canbe put into practical form by load- 
ing the cable with coils of wire wound 
on iron wire cores, inserted at equal 
intervals, but so close that at least 
eight or nine coils are included in the 
distance of one wave length of the 
average wave frequency, Which is al- 
ways taken at 800. 

If the coils are placed farther apart 
relatively to the wave length they do 
more harm than good. Aerial lines, 
underground, cables. ad submarine 
cables. can all be treated in this way. 

New York to Denver Line 

The longest aerial loaded line is 
that from New York to Denver, 2,000 
miles, which permits good speech be- 
tween these places, and it is the am- 
bition of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Compary to complete a 
loaded line that will render speech 
possible between New York and San 
Francisco, ov-r 3,000 miles. 

A line Las just been completed be 
tween Berlin and Rome. It runs over- 
head, except through the Simplon tun- 
nel, with loading colis at every eight 
miles, and good speech is possible 
over the whole distance. 

In England the longest loaded lines 
are two t.unk lines from London to 
Leeds, 200 miles. The general post 
office has now in operation 30,000 
miles of aerial and underground cir- 
cuits, and 45,545 miles are in the 
course of Deing loaded. 

As regurds loaded submarine cabies 
the general post office has three—one 
to. France, one to Belgium, 48 miles; 
and one to Irelanc, sixty-four miles. 
A fourth which is now being manu- 
factured, is to be laid from Suffolk to 
the nearest point in Holland, 125 
miles. Broadly, loading has rendered 
it possible to double or more than 
double the distance of effective tele- 
phone intercourse. 

™n regard to wireless telephony Dr. 
Fleming said the arrangements are 
closely similar to those employed in 
wireless telegraphy but in the base of 
the antenna, or coupled to it, must be 
placed a micraphone by means of 
which the speaker’s voice makes 
changes in the resistance of the an- 
tenna circuit, the result being to vary 
the amplitude of the waves emitted 
without altering their wave length. 

The difficulty is to obtain a micro- 


phone that will carry large high fre-|° 


quency currents. By the aid of an in- 
genious liquid microphone Prof. Vanni 
of Rome, has transmitted speech for 
625 miles. Fessenden, in the United 
States has telephoned a few hundred 
miles, and Poulsen, in Denmark, Colin 
and Jeance in France, Goldschmidt in 
Germany, and Ditcham in England 
have covered greater or less distances. 
Mr. Mar:oni receutly carried out de- 
monstrations with wireless telephony 
for the Italian navy. 
. The lecturer concluded by remark- 
ing that we are yet a long way from 
telephony across the Atlantic, wheth- 
er with cables or by wireless, but pro- 
egress will continue to be made, and 
ft is possible that some day speech 
transmission from England to San 
Francisco, with one repetition at New 
York, may be an accomplished fact.

AUSTRALIA AND NEW ZEALAND 
READY TO DO THEIR RESPEC- 
TIVE PARTS 


Plans For a Defence Conference of 
Great Britsin and Her Dominions 
Being Prepared—Empire Policy 
Dealing With the Whole Situation. 


Plans for a defence conference of 
Great Britain anc her dominions are 
rapidly assuming. xorm and will be 
complete when the consent of Canada 
is gained. Australia and New Zealand 
have already announced their desire 
for such » conference, and since the 
problem of the Pacific will te the 
chief topic considered by the meeting, 
it is believed the: Canada will join the 
other dominions. } 

As a Tesuit of the trip which a par 
liamentary committee made to the do- 
minions it was found that Australiun 
and New Zealand statesmen believed 
firmly that the problem of the coming 
decade wi!l be the maintenance of the 
supremacy of the White race in the 
Pacific. It wat pointed out to the com- 
mittee that Japan i: making prepara- 
tions to develoy trade and emigration 
towards the Antipodes, and that there 
is a constant flow of Chinese to the 
islands of the Pacific. France has al- 
ready largely increased ier steamship 
facilities to these islands, and Ger 
many, Holland and the United States 
are also active in the same region, 
The determination of the government 
to bring about the conference has 
been increased by reports from Sir 
Maurice Fitzmaurice, who has deen 
advising the- commonwealth govern- 
ment on naval matters and Sir Ian 
Hamilton, inspector general of ove 
sea forces. It has not yet been de- 


| cided whe.her the conference will be 


in London, Canada or Australia. 
Dislike Churchili’s Suggestion 

Australia and New Zealand have 
not taken kindly te the suggestion 
made by Hon. Winston Churcnill, first 
lord of the admiralty, in his speech 
introducing the naval estimates, that 
the safety of these two countries was 
secured by the Anglo-Japanese alii- 
ance, Wiiliam Fergu‘sn Massey, 
frime minister of New Zealand, led 
an attack on the first lord ir a recent 
speech at Greymouth, in which he 
said he did not believe che alliance had 
secured the safety of the British Do- 
minions in the Antipodes. 

J. H. Cook. prime minister of the 
Commonwealth of Australia, who 
stated the case for the dominions 
at greater length, said: “We are tcld 
by imperial statesmen that the Pacific 
is being made safe and secure, not by 
the might and majesty of the Brtiish 
fleet but by the Angio-Japanese alli- 
ance. Thet raises fo Australia a very 
serious geustiou. @ pe that Austra- 
lia will always be on friendly terms 
with Japan and get closer to her in 
th relations of trade and commerce 
and the peaceful acts of civilization 
and that the treaty will. continue in 
its present form, for I believe it to be 
a great power tor peace; but when 
Australia is asked to rely on the 
Anglo-Japanese treaty for the fence 
of the Pacific, a very serious situation 
is created.
